~ JAPANESE OUTFLANK RUSSIANS

St. Petersburg, Jan, 18~—General
Kuropatkin, telegraphing yesterday ta
Emperor Nicholas reported an attempt
of a strong Japanese detachment ol
infantry, cavalry and artillery to ecut
off the column of General Mitschen
ko's cavalry Jan. 14, as the latter was
about to retire northward.

The Japanese, under cover of a mist,
outflanked the Russians. A Dbattle
ensued,. The Russian cavalry inflict
ing losses on the Japanese at short
range and then retiring. The Rus
slan losses were five officers and 4(0
men killed or wounded.

General Kuropatkin also reported
the return of a Russlan patrol after
blowing up the rallroad and destroy
fng a mile of telegraph 2 miles north
of Ta Tchekiao.

St, Petersburg, Jan. 18.--The gov
ernment has not renewed the state of
siege in Manchurian cities at the open
ing of the new year, civil law in such
places replacing military rule. The
Russian papers protest against the im
putation that General Mistchénko's
cavalry vielated Chinese neutrality,
even if, of which there 1s at present
no evidence, they crossed the Lifo riv.
er above New Chwang, claiming that
4 small strip on the west tank iz dis
tinetly reserved as Included in the
eéphere of hostilities.
